Oliairmnn  and  Members  of  the  Bridgwater  Rural  District  Council. 
Grentlemeii, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year 
1908,  and  of  laying  before  you  the  usual  tables  of  vital  statistics. 

The  District  covers  an  area  of  85,076  acres,  with  a population  of 
18,238,  and  is  divided  into  a Western  Division  and  an  Eastern 
Di  vision  by  the  River  Rarrett.  The  Western  Division  slopes  from 
the  Quantoclv  Hills  to  the  Bristol  Channel  and  tsie  River  Rarrett, 
the  character  of  the  soil  being  red  sandstone  and  clay  marie.  The 
Eastern  Division  is  to  a great  extent  level  country,  the  character  of  the 
soil  being  clay  land  and  marsh  land,  except  the  portion  formed  by  the 
Rolden  Hills  which  is  blue  lias. 

The  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  almost  entirely  agricultural. 
The  house  accoinmodation  of  the  working  classes  is  good  and  super- 
vision is  exercised  over  the  building  of  new  houses  wliich  are  erected 
under  the  modern  Bye-Laws  of  the  L.Gr.B.  as  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Plans  have  been  passed  during  the  year  for  41  New  Buildings 
within  the  District. 

All  of  these  have  been  erected  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-Laws 
enforced  within  the  District. 
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Sewerage  and  Drainage,  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  In 
the  larger  villages  the  sewage  is  received  into  settling-tanks  wdiich 
are  emptied  as  occasion  requires.  In  the  Eastern  Division  the  efficient 
drainage  of  some  of  the  villages  is  a most  difficult  matter,  though 
every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  carry  this  out  satisfactorily. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  (1908),  the  sewerage  scheme  for 
the  drainage  of  Wemhdon  wms  completed,  and  now  almost  the  whole 
of  the  houses  on  the  lines  of  the  sewers  are  connected  and  in  most 
eases  the  sanitary  appliances  have  been  reconstructed  and  modernized. 

The  system  throughout  is  working  most  satisfactorily,  the  scheme 
being  so  designed  as  to  necessitate  the  running  of  the  engines  and 
ejectors  hut  twice  daily,  early  morning  and  night. 

The  installation  of  this  new  scheme  has  entirely  done  away  with 
the  intolerable  nuisance  of  an  open  ditch  by  the  side  of  the  High- 
way being  used  as  a public  sevrer. 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  at  Westonzoyland,  Cannington, 
Othery  and  Middlezoy.  A Yentilating  Shaft  25  feet  high  has  been 
connected  to  the  Burial  Board  sewer  on  the  Bristol  Boad. 

Excrement  disposal.  Where  villages  are  sewered  the  excre- 
ment is  disposed  of  by  means  of  settling-tanks  as  above  described.  In 
other  cases  earth  closets,  cess-pits,  and  privies  are  utilized.  House 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  the  occupier,  no  public  scavenging  being  in 
vogue. 

Water  Supply.  The  Councirs  Water  Supply  is  in  a very 
satisfactory  condition,  the  average  daily  amount  used,  about  52,000 
gallons — the  available  supply  varied  considerably  during  the  year,  the 
lowest  amount  occured  during  September,  and  was  92,000  gallons  daily. 
The  highest  in  January,  260,000  gallons  daily. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  extensions  of  the  water  supply 
system  have  been  begun  for  supplying  the  Parish  of  Cossington,  part 
of  Bawdrip  and  West  Newton,  and  these  districts  will  be  properly 
supplied  by  March,  1909. 

The  provision  of  a pure  supply  of  water  for  Cossington  will 
provide  a much  needed  improvement,  as  up  to  the  present  time  the 
only  supply  was  from  shallow  wells,  the  water  from  which  on  being 
analized  was  in  the  majority  of  cases  proved  unfit  for  dietetic  purposes. 

This  water  takes  its  rise  on  the  Quantock  Hills  from  deep  springs, 
and  it  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  free  from  any  risk  of  pollution 
being  conveyed  in  pipes  from  its  source. 
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The  scheme  for  supplying  the  village  of  Cannington  with  water' 
by  the  Bridgwater  Corporation  was  completed  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  the  provision  of  good  water  for  this  village  has  been  of 
great  benefit. 


The  Water  Supply  of  some  of  the  outlying  districts  is  from  wells, 
the  water  from  which  is  in  some  parts  of  rather  inferior  quality. 


The  Bainfall  during  the  year  was  23 '06  inches,  diming  the  year 
1907,  29-61.

The  lowest  temperature  recorded  was  12®  on  January  4th. 

The  highest  90®  on  July  4th  and  5th. 

Slaughter-houses,  Dairies,  Cow-sheds  and  Milk-shops, 
Bake-houses,  Factories  and  Workshops,  hai^e  been  inspected 
periodically,  and  any  defects  found,  remedied. 

The  Bye-Laws  in  force  in  the  District  are  Cleansing  of 
Footways  and  Removal  of  Refuse,  Prevention  of  Nuisances,  Common 
Lodo-ing  Houses,  Houses  let  in  Lodgings,  New  Streets  and  Buildings, 
Slaughter-houses,  Cemeteries,  and  offensive  Trades.  They  have  been 
generally  complied  with. 

Nuisances.  Notices  have  been  served  throughout  the  district 
with  reference  to  these,  and  have  been  complied  with. 
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The  Infectious  Disease  (notification)  Act  is  in  force,  and 
cases  reported  are  at  once  Ansited  and  steps  taken  to  stop  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  The  disinfection  of  the  premises  is  carried  out  hy  the 
Conncil’s  Officer. 

Factories  and  Workshops,  There  are  81  Factories  and 
Workshops,  yiz: — 22  Bake-honses  and  59  general  Workshops,  a few 
minor  defects  Avere  found  and  these  AAwe  remedied  by  the  owners. 
Very  little  home  AA^ork  is  done,  only  3 people  being  employed  in  this 
work,  the  houses  in  Avhich  they  work  were  found  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

The  general  liealth  of  the  district  has  been  good.  Only  36  cases 
of  infectious  disease  haA'ing  been  reported,  of  these  17  AAm^e  diphtheria, 

14  scarlet  fever,  4 erysipelas  and  1 puerperal  fever. 

From  the  seven  chief  Epidemic  diseases  4 deaths  were  register- 
ed as  against  11  in  1907,  representing  the  extremely  Ioav  zymotic  death 
rate  of  '22  per  1000  of  the  population. 

Regarding  the  Autal  statistics  of  the  year,  237  deaths  Avere 
registered,  as  against  248  in  1907,  representing  an  Annual  rate  of 
mortality  of  13‘0  as  against  13‘6  in  tlie  year  preAuous,  of  these  237 
deaths,  1 10  occured  aged  65  and  upwards,  and  23  under  1 year  of  age. 

In  the  Western  Division  of  the  District  117  deaths  were  registered, 
and  in  the  Eastern  DiA'ision  120. 

Of  the  several  causes  of  death,  10  resulted  from  Phthisis  ; 34  from 
Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  Pleurisy;  24  from  Pleart  Disease; 

15  from  Injuries  and  3 from  Suicide. 

During  the  year  the  folloAAung  Schools  AA’-ere  closed  in  consequence 
of  Epidemic  Disease.

I herewith  present  to  you  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  upon  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  Bridgwater  Rural  District  for  the  year  ending  1908. 

I have  during  the  year,  made  Inspections  of  the  whole  of  the  District 
from  time  to  time  and  have  had  brought  to  my  notice  393  complaints,  ali  of  which 
have  had  my  best  attention  in  cases  where  necessary  Statutory  Notices  liave  been 
served  by  Council’s  directions,  and  the  following  nuisances  have  been  abated  : — ■

The  new  drainage  scheme  at  Wembdon  has  been  completed  and  the  whole 
of  the  connections  have  been  made  ; in  all  cases  Inspection  Chambers  have  been 
made  and  properly  trapped  and  the  open  ditches  have  been  thrown  out  and 
disinfected. 

About  291  yards  of  6dnch  Socket  Pipe  Sewer  has  been  laid  at  Weston  zoy  land 
and  several  owners  of  farms  have  connected  up  their  drainage  with  same. 

About  90  yards  of  9-inch  pipes  have  been  laid  across  Mr.  Burnell’s  field  at 
Canningtou  and  the  foul  ditch  has  been  cleaned  out. 

About  100  yards  of  (i-inch  Socket  Pipes  have  been  laid  at  Othery  and  the 
owners  have  connected  up  their  drainage  with  same. 

A Ventilation  25  ft.  high  has  been  fixed  on  the  Bristol  Road  end  of  ihe 
Burial  Board,  Sew^er  at  Hawkhurst. 

A new  Sewer  If  yards  has  been  laid  at  Middlezoy. 

Bake-houses  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  have  been  cleaned 
out  with  lime. 

Slaughter-hou.  es  have  been  inspected  and  wdnte-lirned  out  wdrere  found 

dirty. 

I\Iilk-shops  and  Dairies  have  been  inspected,  and  where  found  dirty,  have 
been  cleaned  and  whitened  out. 

Factories  and  Blacksmiths’  Shops  have  been  whitened  out  where  found  in 
a dirty  condition. 

A number  of  Cow-houses  have  been  paved,  whitened  out  and  the  drains 
relaid  and  several  are  in  hand  at  the  present  time.  I may  say  a very  great  im- 
provement lias  taken  place  in  this  direction  and  1 hope  to  get  a number  more  to 
comply  with  the  work  of  paving  and  draining  this  year. 

Disinfectants  have  been  supplied  to  anyone  applying  for  same  and  the 
Gullies  have  been  disinfected  in  the  Villages  throughout  the  district  and  every 
open  ditch  where  drains  from  Farmyards  empty,  have  been  disinfectetl  from  time 
to  time.  ^
